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Man Hurt In House Fire Monday Night 


Two house fires, both of 
them on Dr, Roberts Street, 
kept the Elpa r ire Vepartment 
busy shortly after dark Monday 
night. The fires were com- 
pletely unrelated and the fire- 
men had barely completed put- 
ting out the flames at the first, 
when they received the alarm 
for the second fire, two blocks 
up the street. ; : 

The fixst fire, at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs, JohnC. Corley, 
was the result of an apparent 
explosion of the gas hot water 
heater, Corley was badly burn- 
ed in the explosion and fire 
which occurred when he was 
making some mechanical re- 
pairs in the area around the 
heater, according to reports 
at the scene, 

Corley reportedly ran out of 
the utility room “in a ball of 
fire,” according to his wife 
who was in the kitchen pre- 
paring supper at the time. She 
said he grabbed a curtain or 
something and ran into the 
bathroom, jumping into the 
bathtub, Corley suffered 2nd 
and 3rd degree burns over 50% 
of his body, according to med- 
ical authorities in Birmingham, 
He was transferred to Bir- 
mingham by a unit of the Elba 
Rescue Squad after emer- 
gency treatment at the local 
hospital, 

A report issued by the 
“burn team” in Birmingham 
on Tuesday morning stated that 
Corley was in a stable con- 
dition and most of the burns 
on his body were bad 3rd de- 
gree burns, The report con- + 
tributed his condition to the 
excellent treatment received 
in Elba before transferring him 
to Birmingham. The report 
indicated Mr. Corley had re- 
ceived little or no lung dam- 
age in the fire, 


The second fire was at the 
home of Raymond James, also 
on Dr. Roberts Street. There 
were no injuries in the sec- 
ond fire, 
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on the ground near the front steps after the rescue squad had 


rushed him to the hospital,

PRICKLY PEARS 
Have you ever been stuck 
by a prickly pear? When I 


was growing up, we world oc-- 
casionally get caught in a bed 


of prickly pears, Believe me, 
it is an unforgetable ex- 
perience, It seems that the 
Stickers are so designed that 
they go in easily but hang on 
tenaciously when you try to 
pull them out. 

We have had several calls 
for information on controlling 
prickly pears, For control we 
recommend 2-4, 5T or Silvex 
in diesel oil, One pound of 2-4, 
5T, or Silvex per 15 gallons 
of diesel oil should give good 
control. Be sure to apply when 
the prickly pears are grow- 
ing rapidly, Incidentally, this 
combination will also kill de- 
Sirable plants and other grass- 
es, So we recommend spot 
treatment, A follow-up treat- 
ment may be necessary to 
control plants that escape, Ne- 
braska research has shown that 
puncturing or breaking the 
prickly pear pads with arotary 
hoe prior to spraying will help 
give better control, Call me 
at 894-5596 if you need addi- 
tional information on this. 


JOE STOKES 

Joe Stokes, who lives in 
the Pine Level Community on 
Route 2, Elba, has acompletely 
new irrigation system ready 
to go if dry weather comes. 
Stokes has about 100 acres of 
peanuts and 200 acres of corn. 


* He will irrigate bot crops if 


necessary. In the back of his 
mind, he plans to irrigate pas- 
tures if he can keep his costs 
down. He is also interested in 
irrigating small grains planted 
in the fall, 

Stokes said, ‘‘We have 
five permanent streams on our 
1,068 acres of land, For years 
I have been thinking of an ir- 
rigation system, We have the 
six-inch underground pipe run 
on 125 acres so far, We plan 
to have the system ready to 
irrigate all of our cropland. 

Extension Engineer Charles 
Ogbrun and I are working with 
Stokes to help on the design, 
We are algo getting information

vania, for the Bicentennial Cel- 
ebration on July 4. 

Moving with the train are 
many support vehicles includ- 
ing private motor homes and 
campers for personal use. 
Trucks carry supplies and feed 
for the horses, A van car- 
ries production and sound 
equipment for the 45-minute 
patriotic variety show that is 
put on nightly by featured mu- 
sicians from the University 
of Pennsylvania, A motor ve- 
hicle is used to transport these 
musicians because they do not 
like to ride in the wagons, 

A very necessary part of 
the train is a portable black- 
smith shop which stays busy 
at the overnight stops. The 
paved roads prove hard on the 
horses’ shoes, causing re- 
placement of some shoes every 
3 or 4 days, In spite of this 
difficulty, the horses that are 
pulling the wagons or carry- 
ing the horsemen are doing a 
terrific job. 

A chuck wagon carries the 
food and equipment for use in 
cooking, but the local towns- 
people often furnish meals, 
with covered dish suppers or 
old-fashioned barbecues, 

It is a long but memorable 
trip for those riding in the 
wagons and the many horsemen 
who have joined the train to 
travel with it short distances 
during the long trek, Those 
riding with the train are pay-

ing their own expenses of $7.00 
per day, 

One ofthe most enthusiastic 
riders with the train is Katie 
Vasconsellos, a 72-year-old 
retired registered nurse who 
joined the train February 1 in 
Polk County, Florida, Katie 
rides “Jake,” her full-blooded 
walking horse, and intends to 
do so all the way to Valley 
Forge. 

The extreme weather has 
caused a slight problem to the 
members of the wagon train. 
There were threats of torna- 
does during the encampment 
in Montgomery. A threat of a 
violent storm in Talladega 
caused the wagons to huddle 
in a park while the people were 
carried to the City Hall for 
safety until the weather clear- 
ed, Heavy rains and extreme 
cold weather have caused a lot 
of the people and some of the 
horses to catch colds, 

Even tiiough it is a slow 
and hard pace to move only 
16-30 miles a day, there have 
been no drop-outs nor have 
there been any persons ex- 
pressing a regret that they 
began the trip, The train 
tries to pitch camp each night 
at a school, armory or park 
where extra parking spaces 
and bath facilities are avail- 
able. 

The star of the train is a 
six-year-old mare who is ex- 
pected to foal any minute. Spe- 
cial attention is given to her, 
and volunteers exercise her 
daily and watch her very care- 
fully. 

An interesting passenger 
on the train is Elba’s own 
Napoleon, a rooster that was 
given as a gift from the Elba 
Bicentennial Committee to be 
used as a time piece for the 
trip, However, Napoleon re- 
fused to crow after being re- 
moved from the fellow mem- 
bers of his flock, Upon hearing 
of his lack of spirit in the 
mornings, 4 Montgomery 
couple donated a rare im- 
ported hen fromChile for com- 
pany. She is the attraction of 
the day because the egg she lays 
every third day is green! The 
train personnel gave her the 
appropriate name of Josephine. 
Now Napoleon and Josephine 
can crow and cluck in their 
separate coops as they move 
across the hill country of North 
Alabama,
